It was, some people would say, very biased to the tenants.

And so there has been two years to work on this iIn attempting

to get 1t down to what was necessary to have a good relationship
between the tenants and landlords. And I feel that with the
Goodrich amendments this morning, that we have gotten to this
case. We have taken out some features that were objectionable
and maybe in some instances rightly so, as to repair and deduct
by the tenants. And now we've made the landlord responsbility
for keeping the place up to a health standard. At the same

time we're telling the tenant you are living there you should keep
it in the same shape. You are not allowed to deliberately do
anything to destroy this property. And any time that it 1is
checked, the only problem in this 1s that there has been normal
and tear on the premises. And it gives the opportunity for both
to get the problems taken care of and the offender pay the bill.
I think that I couldtalk a long time. I don't know which you
want toc know about the bill until, if there are questlons why
either I or someone else knowledgable in the field of law could
try to field any questions on the bill.
